1. According to entries for late October 1959 la I* 0 * 3 Enrvoy 
OSWALD’S '’Historic Diary," he attempted ouicido in Koccow on 

21 October 1959 by cutting his left vrist. In connection vith 
our efforts to assist the President's Commission on the Assassina- 
tion of President Kennedy by providing information vhich might 
be helpful in interpreting available materials relating to 
OSWALD’ s activities abroad, ve have noted the entry vith regard 
to attempted cuicide, consider it important and one vhich migfit 
be subject to verification. 

2. It vill be appreciated if you vill advice vhethor an/ 
of your officers can provide direct evidence based on personal 
observation of the vrist of OSWALD, specifically as to vhether 
there vas evidence of former cutting thereof by a scar or scars. 

We vould also appreciate any additional information on this point 
vhich you may have acquired from others who may have had an oppor- 
tunity to observe the vrist of OSWALD in the course of investigations 
in this matter.
